All. that we are call- 
ed upon to do in their case is to give 
them a fair trial, and to be carefu! that 
their ignorance of our language and 
our laws is not allowed to divert jus, 
tice in ‘the slightest dégree. But, 
suppose these Indians are convicted 
and executed, how far will that pro- 
ceeding exert a beneficial ‘influence 
upon the rest of tle tribe? It is 
stated that these prsioners, or some 
of them, at least, are slaves, whose 
lives are valued by mere count of 
blankets. How far would the execu; 
tion of these Indians operate in de, 
terring other niombers of the tribe to 
which they belong from committing 
similar acts, should opportunity pre, 


sent? These are questions which the 


authorities ought to put to them:
